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To  The  Sovernore  of  the  University  of  Toronto i 

Your  Committee  which  was  appointed  to  meet  represen¬ 
tatives  of  Trinity  College  with  reference  to  its  application 
for  the  consent  of  the  Covernors  to  the  increase  to  one  mil¬ 
lion  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount  to  be  expended 
by  Trinity  College  on  the  erection  of  its  buildings  on  the 
lands  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  college,  begs  leave  to  re¬ 
port  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  met  representatives  of  Trinity  College 
on  two  occasions,  when  two  alternative  propositions  for  the 
modification  of  the  terms  of  the  existing  agreement  between  the 
Governors  and  Trinity  College,  in  view  of  the  proposed  increase 
of  the  amount  to  be  expended,  were  considered. 

One  of  these  propositions,  and  the  one  favoured  by 
your  Committee,  is  that  the  consent  asked  for  should  be  given 
subject  to  the  following  modifications  of  the  existing  agree¬ 
ment  : 

1.  That  if  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the 
time  of  its  removal  to  the  new  site  Trinity  College  shall  with¬ 
draw  from  federation  the  College  shall  have  the  right,  subject 
to  what  is  provided  for  by  clause  three,  to  sell  its  buildings 
to  any  university  or  college  then  in  federation  or  about  to  en¬ 
ter  into  federation  with  the  University  of  Toronto,  provided 
that  in  the  latter  case  the  consent  of  the  Governors  is  ob¬ 
tained,  or  at  the  option  of  Trinity  College  to  require  the  Gov¬ 
ernors  to  purchase  the  buildings  except  the  chapel. 

2.  That  in  the  event  of  Trinity  College  requiring  the 
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Grovemors  to  purchase  them  the  price  to  be  paid  to  Srinity 
Col3e  ge  for  such  buildings  shall  be  based  upon  the  value  cS 
them  to  the  University  of  Toronto  for  use  by  the  University 
or  by  University  Collage  ,  not  however  to  be  less  than  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars  if  their  actual  value  'is  at  least 
equal  to  that  sum# 

3#  That  no  sale  shall  be  made  to  a  federated  university 
or  college  if  the  Governors  are  willing  to  purchase  the  build¬ 
ings  at  the  price  which  the  federated  university  or  college 
to  which  it  is  proposed  to  sell  them  is  prepared  to  pay  for 
them# 

4#  The  buildings  erected  for  use  by  Hilda  College  are 
Included  in  the  buildings  mentioned  in  clause  one,  and  if 
they  are  not  wholly  on  University  land  the  Governors  are  to 
have  the  option  of  having  included  in  the  purchase  the  whole 
of  the  buildings  and  the  land,  not  being  University  land,  on 
which  any  part  of  them  may  be  erected,  paying  therefor  the 
actual  cost  to  Trinity  College  of  the  land  not  being  Univer¬ 
sity  land  and  of  the  buildings  on  it# 

The  other  proposition  is  the  following: 

1#  If  Trinity  College  withdraw  from  federation  before 
the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  time  of  its  removal  to 
the  site  assigned  to  it.  Trinity  College  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  receive  any  compensation  for  its  buildings# 

2#  If  Trinity  College  withdraw  from  federation  after  the 
expiration  of  ten  years  as  aforesaid,  the  Governors  will  pur¬ 
chase  the  buildings  then  on  the  site  at  a  price  to  be  agreed 


upon  or  fixed  "by  arl3it»atioai,  which  price,  if  Trinity  withdraw 
within  fifty  years  from  the  time  of  removal,  shall  be  limited 
by  the  following  maxima:

to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  bog  to  report: 

1.  T^sit  a  meeting  with  the  Comaiitteo  of  tho  Senate 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  subject  was  held  on  tho  13th 
of  Kovember*  Both  Ccisffiittoos  were  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  Univoreity  to  have  such 
reciprooity  established,  and,  IniAsmuoh  as  action  would 
be  required  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  before 
suo^i  reciprocity^  could  be  established,  the  Coiaraittee 
desired  the  undersigned  to  discuss  the  subject  with 
Dr.  irdiisund  K.  King,  one  of  the  Medical  Council. 

2«  Tho  undorsigned  had  an  interview  with  1>r.  King, 
who  made  a  very  full  explanation  of  tho  position  from  the 


MedioaX  Council'*  point  of  view.  Dr.  King  hlmtolf  h&*  bom 
ottiklng  effort*  for  tHe  laet  two  year*  to  imve  reciprocity 
eotsbliehod,  and  ho  ha*  propotod  action  by  the  Medical 
Council  for  that  purpose.  Ke  was  under  the  Impreoelon 
that  the  Unirersity  opposed  it,  bscause  the  reprosente tire 
of  the  University  upon  the  ^^dioal  Gounoil  took  an  adverse 
attitude.  The  undersigned  explained  to  Dr.  King  that  the 
CoEjmittee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Governor*  and  that  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Senate  now  represented  the  University  in 
this  mtter,  and  that  the  undersigned  was  prepared  to  die-* 
cuss  it  with  hira  without  reference  to  unofficial  state¬ 
ment*  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  University  or  as  to  what 
aay  have  been  supposed  to  be  its  attitude. 

3.  Under  the  Act  of  Ontario  now  governing  the  ¥ed- 
leal  Council,  being  Chapter  161  of  the  Bevissd  Statutes  of 
Ontario,  11^14,  the  1^edlcal  Council  1*  not  authorised  to 
register  in  Ontario  practitioners  rogistered  under  the  Act 
relating  to  the  General  !^edical  Council  of  Great  Brit4iin. 
Legislation  by  the  Ontario  Legislature  would  be  required 
before  reciprocity  oould  be  established.  Under  the  Act  In 
Great  Britain  medieal  practitioners  registered  and  iioensa! 
in  Ontario  tany  be  admitted  to  registration  in  Great  Britain

4.  TfTm  King  informed  the  underei^ed  that  the  term 
of  office  of  the  Ontario  Kedioal  Counoil  had  expired,  and 
that  the  eleotion  for  the  new  Council  wae  in  progreee  and 
would  not  be  concluded  until  the  let  of  7>eoember,  and 
that  until  the  new  Council  had  been  elected  it  would  not 
be  poeeible  to  oo^s.'aurtioate  with  any  body  or  oossmittee 
having  authority  to  act  in  thi*  liaportant  raattor,  He 
further  Inforeasd  the  under* igned  that  a  general  meeting 
of  the  medical  profeeeion  ie  held  ae  a  ntle  but  once  a 
year,  in  July,  but  that  the  now  Council  would  probably 
conelder  the  advisability  of  calling  a  meting  at  an 
earlier  date  to  de^il  with  this  matter.
